AN  ACT 

Incorporating  the  Columbian  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Alexandria 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  if  the  United  States 
of  America, in  Congress  assembled.  That 
the  Columbian  Insurance  Company  of 
Alexandria,  which  was  formed  and  es- 
tablished in  the  town  of  Alexandria,  on 
the  twenty-eighth  day  of  April,  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen, 
be  and  tncy  are  hereby  created  a body 
politic,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  suc- 
cession, shall  sue  and  be  sued,  implead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  covenant,  dfebt, 
case,  by  bill  or  by  warrant,  before  any 
judge  or  justice,  and  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  equity. 

her.  2.  And  be  i! farther  enacted,  That 
the  capital  of  the  said  company,  which 
now  consists  of  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each,  may  be  increased  whenev- 
er the  business  cf  the  said  company,  in 
tne  opinion  of  the  President  and  Direct- 
ors lor  tne  ifine  being,  may  require  it,  to 


an  extent  not  excceeding  one  million  of 
dollars  in  iiire  shares. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  existing  board  of  President  and  Di- 
rectors of  said  company  may  serve  in 
those  capacities  until  the  next  election  of 
Directors  on  the  first  Monday  of  No- 
vember, in  tlie  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighteen ; fourteen  days  be- 
fore which  period,  public  notice  shall  be 
given  by  tlie  said  President  and  Direct- 
ors to  the  Stockholders,  that  an  election 
will  be  held  on  that  day  ; and  they  shall 
appoint  two  or  more  other  Stockholders 
as  commissioners,  to  superintend  the 
same  ; at  which  election  every  Stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  give  one  vote 
for  each  share  which  lias  stood  in  his 
name  twenty  days  last  preceding,  for  ele- 
ven persons,  being  stockholders,  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  and  residents  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  or  of  the  county  of 
Fairfax  in  Virginia,  as  Directors  of  said 
corporation.  The  persons  thus  elected 
shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  proceed 
forthwith  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  Presi- 
dent, and  afterwards  to  his  election  from 
their  own  body,  and  shall  continue  in  of- 
fice until  the  succeeding  election  of  Di- 
rectors, and  no  longer.  Under  the  same 
regulations  shall  an  election  be  repeat- 
ed annually.  Hut  if  one  happens  not  to 
he  made  on  that  day  hereby  limited,  this 
charter  shall  not  therefore  be  void,  pro- 
vided an  election  be  completed  within 
thirty  days  thereafter.  No  person  shall 
continue  President  or  Director  after 
ceasing  to  be  a stockholder. 

Sec.  4.  And , be  it  further  enacted.  That 
the  President  and  Directors  snail  have 
power  to  make  regulations  for  the  go- 
vernment ol  the  corporation  : Provided, 
they  lie  not  repugnant  to  tlie  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  this  act  ; to  appoint  a 
secretary,  all  other  officers  and  servants, 
and  to  fix  their  compensations ; to  supply 
vacancies  in  their  own  body ; to  hold 
such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  transaction  of  their  business,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  amount  forty  thousand  dollars, 
or  that  may  be  conveyed  to  them  as  se- 
curity for  debt ; to  vest  the  corporate 
funds  instock  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
any  of  the  individual  states,  or  in  stock  of 
any  incorporated  company,  this  corpora 
lion  being  inhibited  from  issuing  any 
promissory  note  in  the  way  of  banking 
to  lend  money  on  bottomry  and  respon 
dentia  ; to  ensure  lives ; also,  property 
against  all  manner  of  risks:  Provided 
every  insurance  be  expressed  in  writing 
signed  by  the  President,  and  attested  by 
the  Secretary  ; and  to  sell  the  share  oi 
any  stockholder  who  shall  fail  to  give 
satisfactory  security  for  any  part  thereof 
that  may  be  unpaid  ; also  to  sell,  if  the  se- 
curity which  may  have  been  given  be 
manifestly  impaired  and  deficient,  and 
such  stockholder  shall  fail  to  make  it  sa 
tisfactory  when  thereunto  required  ; and 
further  to  sell  if  such  stockholder  shall 
fail  to  pay  instalments  when  demanded  ; 
nor  shall  any  such  sale  preclude  the  lia- 
bility of  any  such  stockholder,  his  exe- 
cutors and  administrators,  the  endorse- 
or  endorsers,  or  any  security  he  n.ay 
have  given,  from  making  good  any  fur- 
ther injury  which  may  be  sustained. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  said  President  and  Directors  shali 
conduct  business  in  tlie  town  of  Alexan- 
dria, in  the  District  of  Columbia ; that 
they  shall  keep  proper  books  and  record 
their  proceedings  therein  ; that  on  the 
first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember in  every  year,  they  shall  declare 
a dividend  of  so  much  of  the  clear  pro- 
fits as  they  may  deem  adviseablc,  and 
within  ten  days  thereafter  shall  pay  the 
same  to  the  stockholders;  but  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  said  President  and 
Directors  to  include  in  such  dividend 
tlie  premium  of  any  risk  which  has  not 
actually  terminated,  nor  to  divide  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  clear  profits,  until, 
by  the  half  yeariy  appropriation  of  the 
other  third  thereof,  a contingent  fund  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  formed; 
and  so  often  as  the  fund  shall  be  impair- 
ed by  losses,  the  said  President  and  Di- 
rectors shali  continue  the  half  yeariy  ap- 
propriation aforesaid,  until  it  be  restor- 
ed to  the  amount  beforementioned. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
every  Director  who  shall  be  present  at 
the  declaration  of  every  dividend,  in  vio- 
lation of  the  fifth  section  of  this  act,  shall 
he  individually  answerable  to  the  stock- 
holders fortbe  injury  resulting  therefrom, 
unless  his  protest  be  recorded  on  the 
books  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
every  stockholder  may  sell  and  transfer 
his  stock,  provided  the  transferee  give 
satisfactory  security  for  the  regular  pay- 
ment of  such  part  of  such  stock  as  may 
then  be  uncalled  lb*  and  unpaid  ; but  all 
debts  actually  due  and  payable  to  the 
corporation  by  the  transferer,  must  be 
Satisfied  before  such  transfer  shall  be 
made  ; and  until  such  debts  he  recovered 
and  paid,  all  dividends  due,  and  which 
may  become  due,  shall  be  applied  to  the 
credit  thereof,  unless  the  President  and 
Directors  shall  direct  to  the  contrary. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
this  corporation  shall  continue  until  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  ; and  on  the  dissolution  or  expira- 
tion of  this  charter,  the  President  and 


Directors  for  tlie  time  being  shall  take 
prompt  and  effectual  measures  for  closing 
ail  its  concerns  ; but  no  such  dissolution 
or  expiration  shall  operate  so  as  to  pre- 
vent any  suits  being  brought  or  continu- 
ed by  oi-  against  the  said  corporation  for 
any  debt  or  claim  due  by  or  to  the  same, 
and  which  arose  previously  to  the  said 
dissolution  or  expiration  ; but,  for  the 
purpose  of  closing  its  concerns,  its  cor- 
porate powers  shall  remain  unimpaired. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
Congress  may,  at  any  time  during  the 
period  for  which  this  charter  is  granted, 
repeal  and  annul  tlie  same.

Capt.  Stoneman,  of  the  brig  CommcN 
dore  Perry,  arrived  at  Philadelphia  on 
Wednesday  last,  in  9 days  from  Havan- 
na,  reports,  that  on  the  12th  ult.  a Span- 
ish sloop  of  war  of  25  guns  put  into 
Matanzas,  after  an  action  of  10  minutes 
with  a ship  under  patriotic  colors,  sup- 
posed to  be  the  Admiral  Brown  ; she  was 
literally  cut  to  pieces  before  she  made 
her  escape,  and  with  difficulty  got  into 
Matanzas.  The  brig  Counte  Dore, 
mounting  fourteen  1 2 pounders,  was  cap- 
tured by  a brig  under  patriotic  colors, 
also  several  Spanish  schooners  at  the 
same  time. — Front  authentic  information, 
there  was  a ship  under  the  patriotic  flag 
mounting  twenty-four  24  pounders,  and 
250  men,  and  two  brigs  mounting  six- 
teen 18  pounders,  and  170  men  each, 
waiting  for  a Spanish  Frigate  which  was 
expected  from  Vera  Cruz,  with  3,000,000 
dollars. — Just  arrived  from  Jamaica,  the 
Salisbury,  74,  Admiral  Douglass,  to  pro 
ceed  for  England  with  §2,000,000. 

INTERCEPTED  CORRESPONDENCE. 

We  have  had  put  into  our  hands,  for 
publication,  several  intercepted  letters, 
addressee  to  Gen.  Morillo,  on  the  Span- 
ish Maine,  from  Havanna,  which  clearly 
show  that  the  Royal  Spaniards  draw  their 
most  essential  warlike  stores  direct  from 
the  United  States,  for  their  operations  in 
the  colonies;  that  the  occupation  of 
Amelia  Island,  by  the  Patriots,  gave  tlie 
most  serious  alarm  and  effectual  annoy-' 
ance  to  the  royal  party  at  Havanna, 
whose  credit  began  to  sink  immediately 
on  the  information  of  their  establishment 
having  been  received  there,  and  which 
shook  the  credit  of  Ferdinand  to  such  a 
degree  (as  appears  by  these  despatches) 
that  loans  could  no  longer  be  ncgociated! 
at  Havanna  ; that  the  navigation  of  the 
Gulph  of  Mexico  was  rendered  so  unsafe 
av  to  endanger  the  transportation  of  goods 
in  Spanish  bottoms,  which  was  then  at 
tempted  to  be  effected  in  British  an} 
American  vessel's.

Sir — Under  the  date  of  30th  June,  1 
am  advised  by  lieutenant  general  Don 
Pablo  Morillo,  captain  general  ofCarac- 
cas,  and  commander  of  the  expedition 
which  hi9  majesty  has  destined  to  re-es- 
tablish tranquillity  at  Carthagena,  that, 
witn  a view  to  accelerate  this  important 
object,  he  is  about  to  establish  the  most 
rigorous  blockade  of  the  ports  of  the  vice- 
royalty  of  Santa  Fe,  including  Carthage 
Ha,  and  tnat,  in  consequence,  every  neu- 
tral which  shall  be  found,  not  only  in 
those  ports,  but  on  those  coasts,  snail  be 
made  prize  of,  in  order  to  prevent  those 
who  have  revolted  from  his  majesty’s  au 
thority,  receiving  succors  of  any  kind. 

I have  thought  it  proper  to  communi 
cate  this  to  you  for  the  information  of  the 
President,  that  the  injuries  may  be  avoid 
cd  which  would  result  to  the  citizens  of 
this  republic,  if  they  continue  as  hereto- 
fore, to  trade  with  the  rebels  against  the 
authority  of  my  sovereign. 

I renew  to  you,  sir,  the  assurances  of 
my  respect,  and  pray  God  to  preserve 
3rou  many  years.

lis  iment  of  the  tranquillity  of  th  vice- 
royalty, to  continue  tne  blockade  trom 
Santa  Martha  to  the  river  Atrato  inclu- 
sive, and  to  give  orders,  that  if  any  vessel 
be  met  with,  further  south  than  tne 
parallel  of  Cape  Tiburoon  on  the  Mos- 
quito Shore,  and  between  the  meridians 
of  tnese  points,  she  would  be  declared  a 
good  prize,  whatever  documents  or  des- 
tination sue  might  have.  But  that  he  had 
leu  open  to  the  commerce  of  neutrals,  tne 
two  ports  of  Santa  Martha  and  Puerto- 
Bello.

Respectingan  illegal  Spanish  blockade,  and  the 
seizure  of  American  vessels  under  it. 

Mr.  Monroe,  Secretary  of  State,  othet 
Chevalier  de  Onis,  envoy  extraordina- 
ry, and  minister  plenipotentiary,  Ul'c. 

Department  of  state, 
March  20tn,  1816. 

Sir — I have  had  the  honor  to  receive 
your  letter  of  March  2d,  announcing  the  I 
e tinuance  of  a blockade  of  the  Spanis.i 
coast  in  South  Am  l’ica, fo  u S nta.Ylar- 
tna,  to  the  river  Atrato,  inclusive  of  the 
la'ter,  by  the  commander  in  cliiel  of  his 
C itholic  majesty’s  forces, and  tnat  if  any 
vessel  is  met  south  of  the  mout  s of  the 
Magdalena,  or  north  of  the  parallel  of 
Cape  Tiburoon,  on  tin?  Mosquito  coast, 
and  between  the  meridian  of  those  points, 
sue  suaii  be  seized  and  condemned  as  a 
prize,  whatever  may  be  her  documents 
or  destination.  You  state  also,  that  tne 
ports  of  Santa  Martha  and  Porto-Bello, 
aic  lett  open  to  neutrals. 

I have  to  state  that  t ; .is  proclamation 
of  general  Morillo,  is  evidently  repug- 
nant to  tiie  law  of  nations,  or  several  rea- 
sons, particularly  tne  following:  that  it 
dceiarcs  a coast  of  several  hundred  miles 
to  be  in  a state  of  blockade,  and  because 
it  authorizes  the  seizure  of  neutral  ves- 
sels at  an  unjustifiable  distance  from  tne 
Coast.  No  maxim  of  the  law  of  nations 
is  better  established,  than  that  a blockade 
shall  be  confined  to  particular  ports,  and 
that  an  adequate  force  snail  be  stationed 
at  each  to  support  it.  The  force  should 
be  stationary,  and  not  a cruising  squa- 
dron, and  placed  so  near  the  entrance 
of  the  harbor  or  mouth  of  the  river,  as  to 
make  it  evidently  dangerous  for  a vessel 
to  enter.  I have  to  add,  that  a vessel 
entering  the  port  ought  not  to  be  seized, 
except  in  returning  to  it,  after  belli, 
warned  off  by  the  blockading  squadron 
stationed  near  it. 

I am  instructed  by  the  President,  to 
State  to  you  tnese  objections  to  the  blot 
kade,  which  has  been  announced  in  your 
letter,  that  you  may  commuuicate  them 


to  your  government,  and  in  confidence 
that  you  will,  in  the  mean  time,  interpose 
your  good  offices,  and  prevail  on  general 
Morillo  to  alter  his  proclamation,  and 
practise  under  it  in  such  a manner,  as  to 
conform  in  both  respects  to  the  law  of  na- 
tions. 

In  stating  to  you  these  well  founded 
objections  to  the  blockade  of  general  Mo- 
rillo, I have  the  honor  to  observe,  that 
your  motive  for  communicating  it,  is 
duly  appreciated.

tablished maxim  among  nations  that  a| 
blockade  should  be  limited  to  the  ports 
where  there  may  be  a stationary  and  not! 
a cruizing  force  sufficient  to  make  the) 
entrance  of  the  harbor  or  river  where  it' 
may  be  placed,  dangerous,  and  finally,! 
even  in  this  case,  a vessel  ought  not  to; 
be  captured  when  she  is  about  to  enter; 
a port,  save  only,  when,  after  having  re- 
ceived notice  of  the  blockade,  she  at- 
tempts to  infringe  it.  You  are  pleased 
to  state  to  me,  that  the  President  desires 
tnat  I will  communicate  these  observa- 
tions to  my  government,  and  that  I would 
use  my  good  offices,  confidentially  with 
general  Morillo,  so  to  modify  his  block- 
ade, as  to  make  it  conform  to  the  laws  of 
nations. 

I will  communicate  to  his  majesty,  in 
compliance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Presi- 
dent, what  you  have  stated  to  me  in  your 
note,  and  I will  with  pleasure  avail  my- 
self of  the  departure  of  Mr.  Hughes,  to 
write  to  general  Morillo,  inviting  him, 
in  the  execution  of  his  blockade,  to  avoid 
the  injurious  effects  resulting  therefrom, 
to  the  citizens  of  this  republic,  so  far  as 
may  be  compatible  with  the  security 
and  tranquillity  of  his  majesty’s  domini- 
ons under  his  command. 

I must,  however,  observe  to  you,  sir, 
that  general  Morillo  has  a naval  force 
disposable  and  competent,  as  I conceive, 
to  the  object  in  view.  That  on  the  3d 
of  February  there  sailed  from  Cadiz,  a 
squadron  of  a ship  of  the  line,  two  frigates, 
and  several  smaller  vessels  as  a reinforce- 
ment : that  on  the  coast  intended  to  be 
blockaded  by  the  said  general,  there  arej 
no  other  ports  of  entry  for  merchant  ves- 
sels than  those  of  Carthagena,  Santa 
Martha,  and  Porto-Bello;  anil  finally,  that 
tne  measure  taken  by  him  not  being  di- 
rected against  an  enemy’s  country,  is  not, 
as  stated  in  your  esteemed  note,  contra- 
ry to  the  laws  of  public  rights.  Tne  ob- 
ject of  the  general’s  proclamation  is  to 
notify  the  traders  of  foreign  nations,  that 
he  will  maintain  the  laws  fortlic  regula- 
tion of  the  Indias,  in  their  full  force  ; the 
observance  of  which  had  been  relaxed  in 
the  latter  times,  by  the  effect  of  circum- 
stances, though  modified,  however,  in  fa- 
vor of  neutrais,  by  leaving  two  ports 
open  to  their  commerce.  You  are  aware 
taat,  agreeably  to  those  laws,  no  foreign 
vessel  was  allowed  to  trade  with  the  do- 
minions of  his  majesty,  on  that  continent, 
without  a special  license,  and  that  vessels 
found  near,  or  evidently  shaping  a course 
towards  them,  were  liable  to  confiscation 
as  interlopers.  Not  only  that  part  of  the 
coast  lying  between  Santa  Martha  and  the 
river  Vtrato,but  the  whole  coast  eastward 
and  southward  of  those  points,  from  tire 
Oronoco  to  the  territory  of  this  republic, 
belongs  to  the  Spanish  monarchy,  and, 
consequently,  any  vessel  whatever,  found 
near  it,  or  standing  towards  it,  can  have 
no  other  object  than  to  carry  on  smug- 
gling, or  stir  up  a civil  war  in  the  king’s 
dominions  ; in  either  case,  the  laws  of  na- 
tions recommend  the  seizure  of  tne  ves- 
sels so  employed.  Actuated  by  a con- 
stant desire  to  prevent  the  misfortunes 
which  such  injuries  might  occasion  to  the 
citizens  of  this  republic,  I have,  on  other 
occasions,  suggested  a very  simple  mode 
of  putting  an  end  to  them,  namely,  t.iat > 
tne  President  would  be  pleased  to  issue 
orders  tnat  no  vessel  should  be  clear  d 
at  the  custom-houses,  save  for  a specifi- 
ed port,  according  to  the  general  prac- 
tice of  nations  : the  practice  of  clearing 
many  vessels,  for  the  West  Indies  gene- 
rally, carries  with  it  a suspicion  of  a de- 
sign to  carry  on  a contraband  trade,  ot- 
to disturb  tne  public  tranquillity  in  tne 
dominions  of  the  king,  my  master,  and 
therefore  tne  owner  wuo  clears  out  ins 
vessel  in  tnis  way,  and  without  the  certi- 
ficates of  the  Spanis.i  consuls,  cannot 
complain  it  it  be  detained  as  suspicious.; 
In  fact,  wnat  difficulty  can  a merchant,, 
acting  fairly,  have  to  specify  the  port  of; 
liavanna,  Kingston,  Santa  Martha,  Guay 
ra,  Porto  Bello,  Rio  Janeiro,  or  any, 
■Uier  of  an  independent  nation?  None, 
unquestionably  ; since,  in  case  of  not  find- 
ing a good  market  at  one  place,  he  pro- 
ceeds to  another,  with  a declaration  made 
at  the  port  he  touched  at,  of  the  motives 
which  obliged  him  to  alter  his  destina- 
tion. The  wisdom  and  humanity  which 
eminently  distinguish  the  President  and 
tiie  administration,  cannot  fail  to  perceive 
the  solidity  of  these  observations,  nor  to 
approve  toe  policy  of  his  majesty  in  tak- 
ing tne  most  suitable  and  effectual  mea- 
sures to  secure  tiis  subjects  from  the  civil 
war  which  a number  of  adventurers  are 
endeavoring  to  kindle  in  his  dominions  ; 
and  I therefore  flatter  myself  that  lie 
• ill  be  pleased  to  take  into  consideration, 
die  expediency  of  adopting  the  measure 
I have  had  the  honor  to  suggest  to  you, 
by  in-eventing  the  collectors  of  tne  cus- 
toms from  clearing  out  vessels  except 
lor  specified  ports,  and  notilving  mcr- 
cnants  trading  with  the  possessions  of  the . 


king  to  conform  to  the  established  rules 
and  orders,  regulating,  not  only  neutrals, 
but  Spanish  vessels  also,  that  they  may 
avoid  the  consequences  of  their  non-ob- 
scrvance,  notwithstanding  his  majesty’s 
desire  to  afford  them  within  his  domini- 
ons, all  the  benefits  and  advantages  com- 
patible with  the  public  safety  and  his  roy- 
al interests. 

I hope  that  the  explanation  which  I 
have  thus  taken  the  liberty  to  make,  un- 
til I have  received  tiie  answer  of  the 
king,  my  master,  will  quiet  the  anxiety 
of  the  President  as  to  the  proclamation 
of  general  Morillo,  and  that  it  will  be 
viewed  by  him  as  a continuation  of  my 
earnest  desire  to  reinstate  the  commerce 
of  the  two  nations  reciprocally,  on  the 
most  liberal  and  favorable  footing.

Ccvallos  first  Minister  of  State,  Isfc. 

Madrid,  Septemner  26,  1818. 

Sir — I am  ordered  by  my  government 
to  apply  to  his  majesty  through  your  ex- 
cellency, for  the  restitution  of  sundry  A- 
merican  vessels  and  cargoes  which  nave 
been  seized  and  brougnt  into  Carthage- 
na  or  other  places  within  that  command 
or  vice  royalty,  under  pretext  of  a pre- 
tended blockade,  issued  by  Don  Pablo 
Morillo,  in  December,  1815. 

When  that  blockade  was  communicat- 
ed to  tiie  American  government,  Mr. 
Monroe,  Secretary  of  State,  in  a note  of 
March  20th,  1816,  addressed  to  his  ma- 
jesty’s minister  at  Washington,  formal- 
ly protested  against  it ; and  it  was  hop- 
ed that  on  proper  representations  being 
made  by  that  minister  to  Gen.  Morillo, 
he  would  retract  his  measure,  or  if  not 
that  his  majesty  being  made  acquainted 
with  the  remonstrance  of  the  American 
government,  would  immediately  send  out 
orders  which  might  produce  the  same 
effect,  and  assure  for  the  future,  due  li- 
berty to  the  American  commerce  in 
those  seas. 

But  it  now  appears  that  as  late  as  the 
month  of  June,  no  alteration  had  taken 
place  in  the  measures  of  Morillo,  no  at- 
tention had  been  paid  to  the  interference 
of  Don  Louis  de  Onis,  and  finally  the 
commissioner,  Mr.  Hughes,  who  was  sent 
by  the  government  of  the  United  States 
to  Carthagena,  for  the  purpose,  amongst 
others,  of  reclaiming  the  property  seized, 
was  obliged  to  return  to  the  United  States, 
on  that  point  altogether  unsatisfied.  In- 
deed the  vice  roy  of  Santa  Fe,  Don  Fran- 
cisco dc  Montalvo,  gives  this  commis- 
sioner to  understand,  by  a letter  of  June 
9th,  whereof  the  enclosed  is  a translated! 
copy,  that  he,  the  vice  roy,  does  not  pre-| 
tend  to  be  acquainted  with  the  law  of  na-| 
lions,  and,  at  the  sum:  time  that  he  goesj 
on  executing  the  arbitrary  and  illegal  de- 
crees of  Gen.  M rillo,  devastating  the 
commerce  of  the  United  States,  he  re- 
fers the  American  government  to  his  ma- 
jesty for  redress. 

It  is  therefore  that  I now  find  it  neces- 
sary to  write  to  yoof  excellency  upon 
this  disagreeable  subject. 

It  is  vain,  sir,  to  hope  that  the  United 
States  wiil  ever  consent  to  blockades  up- 
on the  principles  of  Gen.  Morillo;  they 
wi  1 acknowledge  none  to  be  valid,  which 
are  not  strictly  confoimible  to  the  well 
known  principles  of  public  law,  princi- 
ples most  clearly  defined,  and  quite  indis- 
putable, to  wnich  the  United  States  have 
always  adhered  in  their  own  practice, 
and  to  the  infringement  of  which  in  any 
form,  in  any  degree,  or  unuer  whatever 
pretext,  they  nave  always  opposed  them- 
selves. 

Tne  blockade  of  Gen.  Morillo  is  re- 
pugnant to  the  law,  because  it  extends 
over  several  hundred  miles  of  coast,  and 
loan  indefinite  distance  from  the  shores, 
of  course  cannot  be  enforced  as  a blockade, 
but  remains  a bare  pretext  for  spolia- 
tion. A blockade  by  sea,  to  be  acknow- 
ledged as  valid  by  the  United  States, 
must  be  confined  to  particular  ports, 
each  having  a force  stationed  before  it, 
sufficient  to  intercept  the  entry  of  ves- 
sels, and  no  vessel  snail  be  seized  even 
in  attempting  to  enter  a port  so  blockad- 
ed, till  she  has  been  previously  warned 
away  from  that  port. 

I may  be  excused  from  dilating  on 
rules  so  perfectly  established,  so  conso- 
nant to  justice  and  to  reason,  in  writing 
to  a person  of  your  excellency’s  know- 
ledge and  experience. 

His  majesty,  who  does  not  fail, through 
his  minister,  Mr.  Onis,  to  assure  tne  U- 
nited  States  of  his  constant  disposition  to 
cultivate  relations  of  friendship  with  them, 
and  to  that  end  to  satisfy  all  their  just  re- 
clamations, will  certainly  be  sensible  to 
the  violent  proceedings  ot  which  my  go- 
verntnent  now  complains,  and  I persuade 
! myself  will  not  hesitate  in  ordering  that 
the  proclamation  of  embargo  issued  by 
Gen.  Morillo,  be  declared  null,  and  that 
the  American  property  which  may  have 
been  taken  under  it,  be  immediately  res- 
tored to  its  owners. 

In  this  confidence,  I an  ex  hereto  a 
list  of  the  vessels  already  known  to  have 
been  captured.

ADJOURN  MENT  OF  CONGRESS. 

The  resolution  providing  lor  tne  ad- 
jurnment  of  Congress  on  t .e  13tn  day  of 
April  next,  received  its  tnird  reading. 

Mr.  Poindexter,  after  observing  on  the 
impropriety  of  tying  up  t.ie  hands  of  the 
louse,  in  respect  to  tne  length  of  the  ses- 
sion, wnen  tnere  was  so  much  business 
on  the  table,  kc.  moved  to  p stpone  tne 
further  consideration  ot  tne  resolution  to 
Monday  next. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  opposed  to  the  post- 
ponement, believing  tnat  Congress  might 
adjourn  on  the  day  fixed,  if  its  proceed- 
ings were  accelerated  by  t ie  curtailment 
of  debate  ; and  nothing  but  a determina- 
tion to  a contrary  course  appeared  to  aim 
to  justify  a postponement  oi  the  question. 

Mr.  Edwards  was  of  opinion  tnat  wit i 
a proper  economy  oi  time,  tne  subjects 
before  the  House  migut  be  disposed  of 
by  the  1 3th  of  April. 

Mr.  Baldwin  was  in  favor  of  the  post- 
ponement. There  were,  he  said,  upwards 
of  a hundred  subjects  referred  to  com- 
mittees of  the  whole,  and  nearly  as  ma- 
ny reports  of  committees  lying  on  tne  ta- 
ble, which  had  not  been  so  referred.  If 
Congress  were  to  adjourn  on  the  13th 
April,  now  were  they  to  dispose  of  up- 
wards of  two  hundred  subjects,  many  of 
tbem  requiring  the  construction  of  entire 
systems?  He  knew  not  wny  a disposi- 
tion should  be  manifested  to  close  this 
session  wit  .out  accomplishing  t .is  ob- 
ject. He  adverted  to  the  great  topics 
of  manufactures,  of  navigation,  of  reve- 
nue, &c.  before  the  house,  all  of  which 
would  require  much  time  ; and  demand- 
ed why,  in  the  haste  to  adjourn,  tueir  im- 
portance should  be  overlooked  ? 

Mr.  Harrison  said,  he  believed  that, 
by  a proper  economy  of  time,  the  House 
might  despatch  all  the  business  before 
it  by  the  13th  April ; but  iie  was  willing 
to  iet  the  resolution  lie  on  the  table,  to 
see  whether  the  House  was  disposed  to 
economize  its  time,  of  wnich  he  saw  bu 
little  prospect  at  present.  In  addition  to 
tne  objects  of  importance  enumerated  by 
Mr.  Baldwin,  he  mentioned  tne  subject 
of  tie  iniiitia.  Was  it  possible,  lie  asi,- 
ed,  that  tne  House  could  adjourn  tne  pre 
sent  session  without  acting  on  this  sub- 
ject ? He  hoped  not ; besides  the  many 


letters  addressed  to  him,  as  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  the  subject,  urging 
the  necessity  of  acting  on  it,  he  had  been 
informed,  that  the  state  of  Georgia  nad 
declined  re-enacting  its  militia  law  at  its 
late  session,  on  tiie  express  ground  of  a 
hope  and  belief  that  Congress  would  not 
suffer  tnis  session  to  pass  away  without 
acting  on  it. 

The  question  on  postponing  the  reso- 
lution to  Monday,  was  decided  in  the  ne 
gative,  ayes  54. 

Mr.  Forsyth  remonstrated  against  the 
passage  of  this  resolution,  which,  he  said, 
would  place  the  House  in  an  awkward 
[situation.  Heretofore  the  two  Flouses 


had  determined  to  adjourn  only  when 
they  believed  they  might  do  so  without 
prejudice  to  the  public  business ; but,  re- 
versing that  practice,  it  was  now  propos- 
ed to  fix  on  a day  of  adjournment  without 
reference  to  the  state  of  public  business, 
and  to  adjourn  whether  it  were  transact- 
ed or  not.  Whence  the  necessity  for 
this  extraordinary  course  ? Was  a stim- 
\ulant  necessary  to  induce  the  House  to 
! attend  to  business  ? He  hoped,  from  self- 
l respect,  the  House  would  not  act  on  this 
! principle  ; especially  when,  by  doing  the 
i business  of  tiie  House  speedily  and  pro- 
I per  y,  tiie  two  Houses  migut  without 
'this  premature  resolution,  be  able  to  ad- 
jjourn  at  an  early  clay.  He,  therefore, 
| moved  to  postpone  the  further  conside- 
! ration  of  this  resolution  to  the  first  Mom 
daw  in  April. 

This  motion  was  negatived. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  o- 
riginal  proposition,  and  decided  in  the 
affirmative,  by  yeas  and  nays,  101  to  46. 

Tuesday,  March  10. 
The  House  went  imo  a commit- 
tee of  the  whole  on  the  resolution  report# 
ed  by  the  select  committee  on  the  sub- 
ject of 

INTERNAL  IMPROVEMENT. 
Mr.  Johnsqn  of  Virginia  spoke  more 
than  an  hour  against  tiie  resolution  ; and 
Mr.  Lowndes  occupied  about  the  same 
time  in  its  support. 

After  Mr.  Lowndes  had  concluded  his 
remarks,  he  rose  again  to  revive  tne  a- 
mendment  waicn  he  had  proposed  to  the 
resolution  on  F’riday,  but  which  he  had 
afterwards  withdrawn  that  gentlemen 
might  be  left  tree  to  debate  tae  whole 
subject,  untrammelled  by  the  question 
being  pr.  seated  s.  parateiy  in  its  differ- 
ent branches.  That  the  members  ol  the 
committee  might  now  have  ail  opportu- 
nity of  voting  lor  any  one  branch  which 
might  be  acceptable,  and  against  any 
which  might  be  objectionable,  ae  renew 
ed  nis  motion  wit,,  some  variation  to  ui- 
vide  the  proposition  into  tnree  distinct  re- 
solutions. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  strik- 
ing out  all  tae  original  resolution  a .er 
the  word  “ Resolv'd,”  and  inserting  th® 
following  ; and  decided  in  tae  affirmative 
—Ayes  78,  Noes  58. 

“ That  Congress  aas  power  under  tiie 
Constitution  to  app,  opriate  money  for  the 
construction  of  Post  Roads,  Military  and 
other  roads,  and  Cana.s,  and  for  t .c  im- 
provement of  water  courses.” 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the 
second  resolution,  offered  as  part  of  tho 
substitute  by  Mr.  Lowndes  and  agreed 
to,  Ayes  76  ; Noes  70,  as  follows  : 

“ Resolved,  That  Congress  aas  power 
under  tne  constitution  to  construct  Post 
Roads  and  iiiiitary  roads,  provided  tnat 
private  property  be  not  taken  for  public 
use  wituout  just  compensation.” 

The  tniid  branc.i  ol  the  substitute  was 
also  agreed  to,  as  follows — Ayes  70,  Noes 
69. 

“ Resolved,  That  Congress  has  power 
under  tne  Constitution  to  construct  roai  s 
and  canals  necessary  for  commerce  be- 
tween the  states  ; provided,  that  private 
property  be  not  taken  for  public  purpos- 
es, without  just  compensation.” 

Mr.  Mercer  proposed  to  add  another 
! resolution  to  those  agreed  to,  which,  after 
isorne  discussion,  was  adopted — Ayes  75, 

I Noes  63,  as  follow  s : 

“ R olved,  T.,at  Congress  has  power 
j under  the  constitution,  to  construct  ca- 
tlap for  military  purpos  s,  provided  tnat 
no  priv  ate  property  be  taken  for  any  such 
purpose  wituout  just  compensation  being 
made  therefor.” 

Mr.  Lowndes  then  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  an  additional  resolution,  as  fol- 
lows : 

“ Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  that 
the  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  United  Stales 
under  the  20th  section  of  the  act  to  in- 
corporate the  subscribers  to  tiie  bank  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  dividends 
wnich  shall  arise  from  their  shares  in  its 
capita,  stock,  be  constituted  as  a fund  for 
the  couutruction  oi  toads  and  canais.** 
Tne  question  on  t is  resolution  was 
decided  in  the  negative — Ayes  72,  Noes 
73. 

Mr.  Forsyth  then  moved  that  the  com- 
mittee rise  and  report  the  resolutions  to 
the  House. 

This  motion  brought  on  a desultory 
debate  ot  an  hour’s  continuance — is 
which 

Mr.  Hugh  JVelson,  in  opposing  the  mo- 
tion, and  as  ing  that  the  opponents  ofthe 
resolutions  be  allowed  at  least  one  day 
more  to  urge  t,.eir  objections  to  them, 
incidentally  avowed  his  hostility  to  the 
r solutions,  as  a dangerous  and  a arming 
assumption  of  power,  and  a direct  in- 
fringement ofthe  constitution  and  of  state 
rig  ,ts,  &c. 

Mr.  J ihnson,  of  Ky.  in  reply,  also  in- 
cidentally offered  a few  remarks  in  favor 
of  tne  resolutions. 

Finally,  Mr.  Forsyth’s  motion  was 
withdrawn,  wnen  the  committee  rose,  re- 
ported progress,  obtained  leave  to  sit 
again.

COPT  OF  A LETTED,  DATED 

Louisville,  March  7, 1818. 

“My  Dear  Sir — This  is  t ie  first  visit 
to  this  place,  in  which  I have  had  leisure 
to  look  around  me  and  examine  its  local 
advantages  with  satisfaction. 

Although  several  of  our  friends  have 
uniformly  coincided  in  opinion,  as  to  the 
progress  of  wealth  and  business  here,  and 
the  identity  of  interest  between  Louis- 
ville and  Lexington,  yet  there  are  many 
persons  in  both  places,  who  seem  wholly 
unconscious  of  ti.is  reciprocal  interest 
both  in  its  nature  and  extent. 

What  can  contribute  more  to  the  pro- 
gress and  prosperity  of  Louisville,  than 
its  becoming  the  depot  for  the  produce  of 
the  upper  country, so  extensive  and  rich  in 
the  production  of  all  valuable  export  sta- 
ples— as  wrell  as  the  immense  quantity  of 
merchandize,  now  about  to  assume  its 
natural  channel  of  import  by  way  of  New 
Orleans  ? 

W hat  can  contribute  more  to  augment 
the  wealth  and  business  of  Lexington  and 
its  vicinity,  than  increased  prices  for  its 
manufactured  fabricks  and  products  of 
the  soil  ? 

If  you  can  command  a higher  price 
here  for  your  surph  s labor  than  at  home, 
then  tnis  should  be  your  place  of  sale  ; 
and  the  interests  of  the  two  piaces  will 
be  advanced  just  in  the  ratio  that  Lexing- j 
ton  increases  t ie  business  of  Louisville,! 
and  Louisville  advances  the  prices  toj 
Lexington  and  its  surrounding  country. 

By  way  of  example,  tobacco  is  now 
selling  at  six  dollars  per  cwrt.  and  the 
demand  is  ten  fold  beyond  the  supply; 
tv  l st  at  the  very  same  moment,  tobac- 
co is  selling  in  the  neighborhood  of  Lex- 
ington for  four  dollars  per  cwt.  of  equal 
quaa.y  ; -he  distance  from  tne  points 
of  sale,  being  from  60  to  100  miles  — 
Tne  farmers  in  the  vicinity  of  Louisville, 
are  therefore  receiving  one  third  more 
for  tneir  labor,  than  the  farmers  around 
Lexington.  And  wny  is  tnis  great  differ- 
ence in  the  value  of  labor  near  the  two 
places  ? Because  nature  has  decreed 
tnis  the  proper  point  of  expert ; and  it 
must  become  the  point  of  exenange  and 
import  also,  to  a considerable  extent,  for 
the  upper  country. 

And  how  can  the  farmers  and  planters 
of  the  upper  country,  place  themseives 
upon  a fair  footing  with  those  of  tnis  sec- 
tion of  country,  in  obtaining  the  value  of 
their  labor?  Simply,  by  getting  then- 
surplus  articles  for  export,  (tne  result  of 
their  labor)  to  this  point  of  export,  with 
the  least  possible  expense,  and  tne  great- 
est certainty  of  time.  And  how  is  tnis 
to  be  done  ? By  improvements  in  navi- 
gation, and  oy  turnpike  roads.  Tne 
former  is  the  most  difficult,  tne  most  ex- 
pensive and  uncertain,  and  will  be  conse- 
quently the  longest  delayed.  But  toe 
latter  ( turnpike  loads)  are  so  practica- 
ble—-the  amount  of  expense  so  well  as- 
certained— tne  cost  of  transportation  on 
them  so  inconsiderable — the  value  in 
theii  use  so  immense — tnat  it  is  cause  of 
astonishment  and  regret  to  the  reflecting 
mind,  that  those  so  deeply  interested, 
should  so  long  have  neglected  this  vital 
improvement. 

It  is  said  by  competent  judges,  that  the 


cost  of  transportation  on  a turnpike  trom 
Lexington  to  Louisville,  should  not  ex- 
ceed 1-2  cent  per  lb.  Had  the  farmers 
and  planters  in  your  neighborhood  now 
the  benefit  of  a turnpike,  they  would  be 
receiving  £5  SOfortlieirtonacco;  where- 
as, they  now  receive  §4.  No  further 
exemplification  need  be  given;  and  i 
speaking  on  this  subject,  the  same  taels 
and  tiie  same  results  are  equal  y appiic  i- 
ble  to  all  articles  for  shipment,  whether 
ef  our  own  growth  or  fabric. 

With  the  same  number  of  hands — with 
the  same  quantity  of  soil  in  cultiationA- 
a planter  near  Louisville  now  rec  ives 
£1500,  for  which  a planter  in  the  upper 
country  receives  £UOO.  Give  the  uppo. 
country  planter  a turnpike  road,  and 
botn  planters  would  receive  £1500 — tie- 
ducting therefrom  the  cost  ol  transport- 
ation. 

With  facts  like  these  before  them,  1 
cannot  but  believe,  mat  tne  whole  coun- 
try above  this  will  with  an  undivided  el- 
fort  (for  it  is  m undivided  interest)  em- 
bark in  the  vigorous  prosecution  ol  the 
turnpike  road  to  this  place.  It  were 
tti  ,ney  well  spent,  we.e  earn  farmer  and 
landholder  in  the  vicinity  of  this  road,  to 
make  a donation  of  10  per  cent  upon  nis 
w ho;e  capital ; for  it  would  add  30,  per- 
ils so  per  cent,  to  the  value  of  his  es- 


tate. Such  donations,  however,  arc  not 
necessary  to  the  object.  The  libera 
charters  granted  by  the  last  legislature  of 
Kentucky,  require  only  some  active  and 
energetic  men  to  lead  the  way,  and  the 
community  must  follow  where  their  best 
interests  so  strongly  propel. 

As  relates  to  Lexington,  I believe  the 
completion  of  the  turnpike  road  to  this 
place,  would  have  a more  powerful 
influence  upon  its  immediate  growth  and 
prosperity,  than  any  other  measure  with- 
in our  reach.  Establish  the  road,  and 
the  merchant  at  Lexington  would  pur- 
chase and  receive  the  produce  of  an  ex- 
tensive neighborhood — the  merchant 
would  supply  the  shipper  either  at  Lex- 
ington or  Louisville — and  the  Louisville 
prices  would  regulate  the  sales,  deduct- 
ing the  cost  of  transportation  on  the  turn- 
pike. The  rich  and  extensive  country 
which  surrounds  Lexington,  and  from 
which  produce  could  be  brought  to  that 
point  of  the  turnpike  at  but  little  expense, 
would  secure  to  it  a portion  of  the  bene- 
fits which  Louisville  is  to  enjoy  so  largely. 

Since  my  arrival  here,  several  objects 
have  presented  themselves,  strongly  in- 
dicating the  rapid  growth  and  prosperi- 
ty of  the  place.  The  stock  in  the  Insu- 
rance Company  against  losses  by  fire, 
or  otherwise,  was  taken  up  immediately; 
the  books  being  open  only  long  enough 
for  subscribers  names  to  be  recorded.— 
The  stock  of  the  Comyanies  to  turnpike 
the  road  from  this  to  Shippingport  and 
Portland,  was  taken  without  any  hesita- 
tion, and  the  laborers  are  actually  at 
work  on  the  road. 

The  books  for  stock  in  the  turnpike  to 
Sheibyville,  were  opened  but  a few  days, 
when  about  £100,000  dollars  were  sub- 
scribed. The  books  for  stock  in  the  O- 
hio  Canal  Company,  have  not  yet  been 
opened.  The  object  of  tr.is  Company, 
you  have  no  doubt  understood,  was  to  o- 
pen  a canal  on  this  side  the  Palls  of  the 
Ohio  river.  The  charter  is  a very  libe- 
ral one  in  every  respect,  and  contains  one 
feature  alone  which  should,  and  I have 
little  doubt  will,  secure  success.  It  re- 
tains £250,000  of  the  stock — £50,000 
for  the  United  States,  and  §50,000  each 
for  the  states  of  Virginia,  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio  and  Kentucky. 

No  object  of  internal  policy  has  or  can 
present  itself  to  these  states,  more  deep- 
ly affecting  the  interests  of  their  citizens ; 
and  a majority  of  their  respective  legisla- 
tures have  already  manifested  tne  im- 
portance in  which  this  object  is  held,  by 
appointing  commissioners  to  ascertain 
tne  most  practicable  means  of  removing 
this  obstruction  to  their  commerce. 

Two  engineers,  men  of  acknowledged 
talents,  have  followed  each  other  in  all 
tiie  experiments  necessary  to  ascertain 
tne  practicability  and  expense  of  the  ca- 
nal. Its  practicability  is  ascertained  be- 
yond doubt ; and  I understand  the  only 
difference  between  the  engineers,  is  a- 
bout  30,000  or  £40,000  expense  ; one 
having  made  the  cost  of  the  canal  about 
£370,000,  and  tne  otuer  about  £340,000, 
if  I am  correctly  informed. 

The  great  apparent  fall  in  the  river,  is 
produced  by  a chain  of  rocks,  obstruct-! 
ing  tne  flow  of  the  river  at  tnis  point;! 
the  actual  fall  being  about  23  feet,  pass- 
ing the  whole  interruption  ; a distance  of ; 
about  two  miles.  Three  or  four  locks 
would  be  sufficient  for  the  easy  and  safe 
passage  of  boats  of  any  burthen  up  or 
down  ; and  tnat  this  great  national  object, 
for  such  it  is,  can  be  effected  for  less  than 
hall  a million  of  dollars,  there  is  now  no 
question. 

The  general  and  state  governments, 
need  only  be  satisfied  of  tne  facility  and 
certainty  with  which  iheis  canal  can  be 
completed,  and  the  moderate  sum  it  re- 
[uires,  to  act  with  that  liberality  and 
magnanimity,  suited  to  the  importance 
of  the  object  and  the  deep  interest  of  so 
large  a portion  of  tne  union. 

No  doubt  can  be  entertained  but  the 
states  concerned,  as  well  as  the  general 
government,  would  eitner  take  the  stock] 
allotted  to  them,  or  make  prompt  and  li-1 
beral  advances,  upon  being  assured  of | 
tneir  judicious  and  successful  application. 

General  William  Lytle,  of  Ohio,  owns 
the  land  through  whic.i  it  is  expected  the 
canal  will  run.  I understand  he  nas,  with 
a liberality  highly  creditable  to  himself, 
in  the  disposition  of  his  im  nenseiy  valu- 
able estate  near  Louisville,  determined 
o.i  reserving  all  the  water  and  soil  ne* 
essary  for  public  purposes,  in  ar  nories, 
founderies,  See.  bota  for  tne  general  and 
state  governments. 

I have  protracted  my  letter  beyond 
the  ordinary  limits,  but  am  well  aware 
the  subjects  hastily  glanced  at  will  inter- 
est you — nowever  tne  manmr  may  sink 
below  the  matter.  In  rendering  justice] 
to  Louisville  and  its  promises  of  progres- 
ive  wealth  and  business,  you  wiifnotun-j 
derstand  me  as  under-estimating  those  of 
Lexington  and  its  vicinity.  Nature  has,: 
with  a nand  nore  man  bounteous,  heap- 
ed bl  -ssings  on  your  section  of  country. 
It  is  due  to  both  places,  that  their  respec-l 
tive  advantages  and  mutual  interests 
should  be  pointed  out  and  pursued,  re-| 
;ardless  of  every  thing  like  local  jcalou-i 
sics.  These  feelings,  ail  candid  and  libe-i 
ral  men  will  unite  in  effacing,  and  sub-; 
stitutiug  nobler  in  their  place.  As  to] 
tne  petty  political  subterfuge  resorted  to! 
>y  some  men,  of  denouncing  and  ridicu- 
ling what  they  are  pleased  to  call  “ Lex-] 
ington democracy,”  and  “ Lexington  die-! 
tation,”  it  may  have  for  a time  amused  ] 
some  and  deceived  others.  It  has,  per-) 
naps,  aiso  furnished  some  thoughtless 
young  men  with  what  they  consider  smart: 
things,  to  give  tnemselves  consequence  ! 
I in  certain  circles  of  society.  This  sub- 
terfuge was  too  shallow,  long  to  deceive 
nen  of  candor  and  intelligence  ; and  its 
authors  have  incurred  contempt  fort  he  m- 
seives,  in  tli-.;  effort  to  render  other  men 


ractcr  with  which  she  clothed  herself 
during  tiie  late  war — the  extent  and  in- 
telligence of  her  population — and  her 
institutions  of  learning  and  public  utility, 
will  always  secure  her  the  admiration 
and  respect  of  the  real  friends  of  liberty 
and  science.  She  can  only  excite  envy, 
where  it  will  rankle,  recoil  and  embitter 
the  bosom  that  nurtures  it.  Much  of  the 
hostility7,  heretofore  subsisting  against 
Lexington,  has  grown  out  of  this  political 
hostility  and  recrimination  of  a few  indi- 
viduals. The  veil  has  become  too  thin, 
and  the  subterfuge  has  dug  its  own  grave. 

If  Louisville  has  entertained  prejudic- 
es growing  out  of  political  hostility  to 
Lexington,  she  will  in  time  find  a grave 
also,  for  these  feelings ; and  the  two  pla- 
ces will  be  drawn  as  closely  together, 
as  mutual  interest  and  prosperity  can 
bind  two  communities.”

Mercer  Society  for  the  encouragement 
of  Domestic  Manufactures. 

On  Friday,  the  27th  day  of  February, 
1818,  a number  of  the  citizens  of  Mer- 
cer county,  Ky.  assembled  at  the  house 
of  Dr.  John  Bosley,  in  said  county,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration 
the  policy  of  encouraging  Domestic 
Manufactures. 

Chief  Justice  Boyle  was  called  to  the 
chair,  and 

Henry  P.  Smith  was  appointed  sec- 
retary. 

Jesse  Smith  then  laid  before  the  meet- 
ing, a circular  letter  received  by  him 
from  the  corresponding  committee  of 
“ The  Kentucky  Society  for  the  encou- 
ragement of  Domestic  Manufactures,” 
organized  at  Lexington  ; which  said  cir- 
cular being  read  and  highly  approved  of, 
after  the  most  mature  and  deliberate 
consideration,  the  citizens  then  assem- 
bled in  order  to  promote  the  noble  objects 
recommended  in  said  circular,  of  encou- 
raging domestic  manufactures,  unani- 
mously determined  to  form,  and  there 
did  form  and  organize  themselves  into  a 
society,  to  be  entitled  “ The  Mercer  So- 
ciety for  the  encouragement  of  Domes- 
tic Manufactures.” 

The  society  being  formed,  the  Hon. 
John  Boyle  was  again  called  to  the  chair, 
and  Henry  P.  Smith,  appointed  secreta- 
ry. The  following  resolutions  were  then 
moved  and  adopted,  to  wit : 

1 . Resolved , That  every  zealous  and  en- 
lightened friend  to  tne  prosperity  of  this ; 
country,  must  view  with  peculiar  regret, 
the  impediments  with  which  foreign  im- 
portations have  embarrassed  the  infant 
arts  in  America.  We  are  sensible  that 
those  importations  arc  not  only  highly 
unfavorable  to  every  mechanical  im- 
provement, but  that  they  nourish  a spi- 
rit of  dependence  and  of  foreign  attach- 
ment, which  tend  to  lessen  our  love  of 
country  and  tarnish  the  glory  of  our  na- 
tional character.  We  are  sensible  that 
long  habit  has  fixed  in  the  min  s of  the 
people, 'an  unjust  predilection  for  foreign 
productions,  and  lias  rendered  them  too 
regardless  of  the  arguments  and  com- 
plaints with  which  the  patriotic  and  dis- 
cerning from  every  quarter,  have  ad- 
dressed them.  Tnese  prejudices  have 
become  confirmed  and  radical ; and  we 
are  convinced  that  a strong  and  united 
effortis  is  necessary  to  expel  them. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  highly  approve 
the  laudable  and  patriotic  intentions  of 
the  Kentucky  Society  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  Domestic  Manufactures.  T ie 
impressions  we  feel  of  the  utility  and  ex- 
pediency of  encouraging  them,  are  in 
perfect  correspondence  with  those  ex- 
pressed by  said  society.  And  we  shall 
most  cheerfully  unite  our  endeavors  with 
those  of  our  brethren  throughout  the 
state  ; and  shall  be  ready  to  adopt  any 
measures  which  have  a tendency  to  fa- 
cilitate the  patriotic  design. 

3.  Resolved,  That  while  we  have  the 
pleasing  expectation,  that  similar  associ- 
ations will  be  entered  into  by  the  patriot- 
ic citizens  of  tnis  state,  we  with  no  less 
pleasure  view  it  as  a mean  of  emancipat- 
ing our  country  from  that  political  in- 
fluence which  foreign  nations,  on  whom 
we  are  dependent  for  supplies  whicn 
our  own  country  might  afford,  have  had, 
and  still  continue  to  have,  on  the  coun- 
cils of  the  nation. 

4.  R solved,  Tnat  it  is  our  opinion,  a 
nation  cannot  long  remain  free,  when  it 
is  dependent  on  foreign  countries  for  the 
most  necessary  articles  of  comfort  and 
convenience.  We,  therefore,  pledge 
ourselves,  to  give  all  the  encouragement 
within  our  power  to  domestic  manufac- 
tures, both  by  example  and  advice  ; and 
that  we  will  on  all  occasions  give  a de- 
cided preference  to  internal  fabrics, 
whenever  they  can  be  had  of  the  same 
quality,  on  equal  terms  with  those  of 
foreign  importation. 

5.  Resolved,  That  John  Bosley,  Ed- 
ward Worthington  and  Jesse  Smith,  be 
a standing  committee,  to  correspond  with 
the  Kentucky  Society,  See.  at  Lexington, 
had  other  similar  societies,  or  otner  per- 
sons, to  obtain  their  views  on  such  other 
and  further  regulations,  as  experience 
and  good  policy  may  dictate,  to  promote 
the  above  designs  ; and  that  they  lay  such 
information  as  they  may  receive,  before 
this  society,  at  its  next  stated  meeting. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  members  of 
this  society  will,  if  convenient,  appear  in 
domestic  clothing,  at  its  next  meeting. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  Editors  of  the 
Kentucky  Gazette,  the  Reporter,  and  the 
Argus,  be  requested  to  give  these  reso- 
lutions a place  in  their  papers. 

8.  Resolved,  That  this  society  adjourn 
for  the  present ; and  that  it  meet  again  at 
the  stone  school  house,  on  Harrod’s  run, 
on  the  second  Monday  in  May  next.

REPORTED  BATTLE. 

A letter  from  New  Orleans,  dated 
March  2,  gives  a report  there,  that  Gen. 
Jackson  had  met  the  Seminole  Indians 
and  after  a sanguinary  conflict,  entire!) 
destroyed  them,  with  only  the  loss  of  90 
men  killed  on  his  part,  and  a number 
wounded.  The  post  rider  from  Natch- 
ez stat;  s,  that  in  the  Chickasaw  nation 
he  heard  a similar  report  from  the  Indi- 
ans, who  stated  t e wounded  at  200. 

Letters  from  the  army,  state  the  gene- 
ral to  have  been  at  Hartford,  Georgia, 
on  the  1 4th  February,  and  about  the 
same  tune,  the  principal  Indian  force 
was  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  bay  of 
Appalachicoia,  making  a distance  of  a- 
bout  200  mil.  s,  which  renders  the  report 
of  a battle  in  time  to  have  been  received 
here  barely  possible  and  not  very  proba- 
ble. At  the  date  of  the  above  letters  on- 
ly a part  of  the  Georgia  drafts  had  join- 
ed the  main  army,  and  the  road  taken 
by  tiie  main  part  of  tne  Tennessee  vo- 
lunteers makes  a junction  improbable  un- 
til they  all  reach  Fort  Scott. 

Fears  are  entertained  that  Woodbine, 
who  commands  the  Indians,  will  avoid  a] 
general  engagement,  and  depend  upon! 
skirmishing  and  cutting  off  the  supplies.] 
He  is  said  to  have  a troop  of  500  discip-j 
lined  horsemen,  acquainted  with  the  fast- 
nesses of  the  country.  Gen.  Jackson  will 
soon  be  up  with  them — the  presence  of 
the  general  has  given  energy  even  to  the 
Georgians. 


Extract  of  a letter  from  an  q>fficer  of  the  Ten- 
nessee Volunteers,  to  his  friend  in  Nashville, 
dated  Fort  Jackson,  Feb.  22. 

“ We  reached  this  piace  yesterday,  a- 
bout  3 o’clock.  Tnree  battalions  have 
succeeded  in  crossing  the  Coosce  river; 
tne  balance  will  get  over  by  the  evening. 
We  make  no  stay — so  soon  as  the  troops 
cross,  they  move  on  immediately  to  the 
Tallapoosa.  They  will  cross  that  river 
at  tiie  Big  Warrior’s  Ferry,  about  eight 
miles  below  Fort  Decatur.  I under- 
stand there  will  be  no  hait  made  untii  we 
reach  Fort  Scott.  No  news  from  the  en- 
emy— Forage  is  very  scarce  ; corn  at 
this  place  is  £3  per  bushel,  fodder  £3 
per  cwt.  There  will  he  no  possibility  of 
procuring  any  forage  after  we  cross  Ta- 
lapoos .,  until  we  reach  dead  quarters,  of 
course  we  have  no  time  to  delay.  We 
are  about  2000  strong  at  this  time.” 


FROM  THE  NATIONAL  INTELLIGENCER. 

It  cannot  have  escaped  the  observation 
of  those  who  have  attended  to  the  Legis- 
lative History  of  our  country,  that,  with 
tne  growth  of  our  government,  the  com- 
plexion of  the  Senate  of  tne  United  States 
has  gradually  varied  from  that  which  it 
appears  to  have  worn  in  the  infancy  of 
our  politicil  institutions  ; and  tnat  the 
character  of  its  deliberations  more  and 
more  neariy  approaches  that  of  the  Re- 
presentative Chamber. 

The  Senate,  on  its  first  organization 
under  this  Constitution,  secluded  itself 
from  tne  public  eye,  and  appears  to  have 
been  considered  rather  in  tne  light  of  a 
Privy  Council  to  the  President,  than  as  a 
co-ordinate  branch  of  tne  Legislature. 
Indeed,  if  we  mistake  not,  it  wass  j term- 
ed in  conversation  occas  on  l.y,if  not  into  , 
official  proceedings  of  that  day.  There 
are  not  many,  probably,  of  the  present 
generation  of  readers,  who  remember  tne 
fact,  that,  in  the  First  Session  of  the  first 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  President 
Washington  personally  came  into  the 
Senate,  when  tnat  body  was  engaged  on* 
what  is  called  Executive  business,  and] 
took  part  in  tneir  deliberations.  When 
he  attended,  he  took  tne  Vice  President’s 
chair,  and  tne  Vice  President  took  that 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  ; one  or 
other  of  tne  Secretaries  occasionally  ac- 
companied the  President  on  these  visits. 
The  President  addressed  the  Senate  on 
the  questions  before  them,  and  in  many 
respects  exercised  a power  in  respect  to 
their  proceedings,  which  would  now  be 
deemed  entirely  incompatible  with  Ihei. 
rights  and  privileges.  This  practice,  how- 
ever, did  not  long  continue.  An  occasion 
soon  arose  of  collision  of  opinion  between 
the  President  and  tne  Senate,  on  some 
nomination,  and  lie  did  not  afterwards 
attend,  but  communicated  by  message 
what  he  desired  to  lay  before  them. 

At  this  period  the  Legislative  as  well 
as  Executive  proceedings  of  the  Senate 
were  always  transacted  in  secret  session  ; 
and  the  public  knew  of  the  proceedings  of 
that  branch  of  the  government  only  from 
its  Messages  to  the  other  House  announc- 
ing its  decisions.  It  became  evident, 
however,  tnat,  in  practice,  all  responsibi- 
lity to  the  constituent,  under  such  cir 
cumstances,  was  ideal ; but,  it  was  not  un- 
til the  00th  of  February,  1794,  after  a 
considerable  struggle,  that  the  Senat. 
came  to  a resolution  tnat  its  Legislative 
proceedings  should,  after  the  end  of  tnat 
Session,  be  public,  and  that  Galleries 
should  be  provided  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  auditors.  Oil  this  question  we  find 
tne  Yeas  and  Nays  registered,  nineteen 
members  having  voted  for  it,  and  eight  a- 
gainst  it. 

From  the  day  of  this  triumph  of  popu- 
lar principles,  the  Senate  lias  gradually 
parted  with  the  character  of  reserve, 
wiiicli  appears  to  iiave  belonged  to  it.  By 
the  increase  of  its  nu  nbers  from  the  ad- 
mission of  new  states  into  the  Union,  its 
i gis.ative  business  has  become  so  rabo 
rious,  that  its  peculiar  character  of  an 
Executive  Council  is  almost  overlooke  , 
notwithstanding  the  great  importance  ol 
t ns  feature  in  our  government;  and  tne 
debates  in  the  Senate  are  of  much  gt\  a or 
length,  at  this  day,  in  proportion  to  toe 
numbers  composing  the  body,  than  those 
of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

It  has  long  been  a subject  ol  regret, 
that  the  debates  in  the  Senate  have  not 


been  regularly  reported ; and  we  perceive 
that  regret  to  increase,  in  proportion  as 
the  Senate  acquires  the  popular  charac- 
ter. We  shall  hereafter  divide  our  at- 
tention more  equally  between  the  two 
branches  of  the  Legislature,  and  avail 
ourselves  of  any  aid  we  can  procure,  to 
give  satisfactory  Reports  ofthe  proceed- 
ings in  the  Senate  as  well  as  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  for  the  National  in- 
telligencer, as  well  as  fora  Congression- 
al History,  which  we  have  an  idea  of 
undertaking. 


SOUTH  AMERICAN  INDEPENDENCE. 

File  animated  debate  winch  took  place 
in  the  house  of  representatives,  on  Satur- 
day, on  the  Expatriation  Bill, derived  ad- 
ditional interest  from  a declaration  of  Mr. 
Speaker  Clay,  that  he  should,  in  the 
course  of  the  present  session,  bring  the 
cause  of  the  South  American  patriots  be- 
fore the  House,  in  a manner  worthy  of 
the  subject  ; he  pledged  himself,  onj 
that  occasion,  to  redeem  them  from  as-] 
persions,  particularly  the  calumnious  re-] 
proaches  of  ignorance,  of  superstition,! 
and  unfitness  for  self-government,  which!

rious quarters.  Mr.  Forsytii,  chairman, 
of  the  committee  of  Foreign  Relations,; 
expressed  his  satisfaction  at  the  intima- 
tion tinis  made  by  tie  Speaker;  and] 
pledged  himself  when  tne  occasion  arriv- 
ed to  defend  the  policy  pursued  by  the 
United  States,  in  regard  to  the  contest! 
in  South  America. 

Tne  sense  ofthe  House  appears  to  he, 
against  legislating  on  the  question  of  ex- 
patriation, oii  the  ground,  tnat  to  pre- 
scribe the  mode  of  exercising  a funda- 
mental right,  is  to  assume  tne  power  of 
limiting  it,  which  power,  it  is  contended,] 
does  not  belong  to  Congress.  Tiie  ques-i 
tion  is  one,  it  must  be  confessed,  surround- 
ed with  difficulties;  on  which,  however,; 
the  able  debate  which  has  taken  place; 
will  have  shed  a light  that  may  lead  to 
the  adoption,  at  a future  day,  of  a defi-j 
nite  rule  on  a point  regarding  which,  it 
appears,  the  opinion  of  Congress  and] 
the  decisions  of  the  Courts  of  the  United] 
States,  are  at  variance.  ( lb.  i

THE  following  evidence  will  lie  required  in 
all  militia  cases,  and  in  cases  of  the  regular 
army,  where  the  discharge  and  surgeon’s  cer- 
tificate have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  or  where 
they  have  been  originally  granted,  to  enable 
the  Secretary  of  YYarto  grant  pensions,  viz: 

In  cases  where  the  regular  discharge  and 
the  surgeon’s  certificate  for  disability,  cannot 
be  had,  the  applicant  for  a pension,  whether

soldier  may  be  entitled  under  it;  these  docu- 
j incuts  to  be  sworn  to  before  a Judge  of  the 
j United  Slates’  Court,  or  some  state  Judge  or 
[Justice  of  the  Peace  ; and  if  a state  Judge  or 
: Justice  of  the  Peace,  then  under  the  seal  of 
Hite  ‘ lerk  ol  the  County  in  which  such  Judge 
[or  Jnsrice  may  reside,’  and  the  name  of  the
